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18 EXPLANATION

19 This bill _brings lowa®"s unemployment insurance laws into
20 compliance with new federal laws regarding confidential

21 information. The bill expands confidential information to

22 include unemployment insurance information received from other
23 states. The bill also expands who can be held criminally

24 responsible for revealing confidential information to include
25 all public officials, their agents and contractors, and third
26 parties.
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
